Cc. A. Stuart, of Calgary, and T. C. 
Johnstone, of Regina, Elevated 


Ottawa, Sept. 28._Two additional 
Puisne judf#s have been appointed to 
the Supreme Court of the North West 
Territories, they are C. A. Stuart, Cal- 
gary, and T. C. Johnstone ,Regina. At 
present the court comprises the Chief 
Justice and five Puisne judges. 

The Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries has authorized Col. Anderson, 
Chief Engineer of the Marine Depart- 
rxsent to act in conjunction with the 
international waterways commission in 
defining and buoying the boundary line 
in the centre of Lake Erie. The Min- 
iister of Marine says he is to have a 
first class cruiser built for British, Col- 
umbia ejual to any on the Atlantic 
coast to stop United States fisheri2s 
poaching in Canadian waters for hal- 
ibut and other fish.

Dr. Gactz Tels an Eastern Paper of 
the Conditions in Alberta 


The Montreal Witness. in a recent is- 


sue, contained a very interesting inter- 


view with Rev. Leo Gaetz, of Red Deer, 
concerning Alberta. 


In the course of the interview the 
reporter asked whether the high hore3 
he had frequently expressed 0? the 
progress and productiveness of ithe 


country had been realized. 

“Emphatically yes,” he replied. ‘‘Mo-e 
than realized. The development has 
been far more rapid and substantial 
than I ventured to dream it could be 
during my first ten or twelve years 
of my residence in Alberta. I have scen 
my old homestead of 1884 develop into 
@ modern up-to-date town, with wa- 
ter works well advanced, a sewer sys- 
tem just under way, two efficient tele- 
phone systems, anda most satisfactory 
electric light plant; elevators, saw- 
mills and grist mills.store and brick 
churches and a six-roomed brick schcol 
which has long since been too small 
for the school population, so ~ that 
now an €ight-room brick and_ stone 
school is in course of construction, the 
contract price being $36,000. 

‘Were the crops good throughout the 
province. generally this year?” 

“The crop3,23 far as I hive obgery- 


as yet the land cannot be. said to be 
cultivated, the seed was rushed in oa 
spring breaking, o> on the late fall 
breaking of the year be‘ore, which is 
WOrsé stili. and th? straw was short 
for there was practicaliy no» snow 
last winter, and much jes3 than the 
average rainfall dur.ng July and 
Augus:.

Asked if prices would not ruie low 
with such abundant crop3 all through | 
the west the doctor reptied: 

“Doubtle3s grain buyera are re-k n- 
il., on that possibility, but fortunaately 
the farmers 0! Alberta ara getting in 
a position in which they can afford to 
wait fo>a far price) A yeir ago cas 
Were quoted at 21 to 25 cents aad 
wheat 45 cents. The majority of the 
farmers simply turned the key oa ther 
grain bins and later on the bulk of 
the oats sold froin 30 to 35 cents aad 
wheat at 55 to 67 cents.’”’ 

“Isthere much bad land in your d's- 
trict ?’” 

“Well, I suppose there i3s some bad 
land in the bet agricultural districts 
on earth. I certainly used to think, 
years ago, that there weve consid:rab!le 
areag of inferior land, but of late years 
I have been so frequently comp2}'ed to 
change my opinion upon witnessing the 
result o° cultivation upon these same 
areas that my mental condition is one 
of chronic optimism regarding all the 
land I once thought inferior. For 
example, there is a sect'on of couniry 
lying betwéen Olds and Calgary 
when driving over it in my 
board yéars ago, I found it scorched 
as brown as a berry in July and 
August. I made up my mind _ that 
that section of country was a gcod 
place fo> grain-growers to stay away 
from. Atd when settlers began topour 
in there in the rainy seasons in 1900 
and two following years I wasted a 
good deal of very generous sympathy 
upon them. I frequently heard it sa‘d,

will see those poor fellows pull out.’ 
Well, we have had some pretty dry 
summers fo'lowing 4 snowle s wine-, 
and o1 my way here I saw scme of 
the grandest wheat fields I ever saw in 
any part o! eastern or western Can- 
ada in those very sections.”’ 

“And how do you account 
as contrasted with the apparent 
renness 0° years ago?’”’ 

“The only reasonable theory to my 
mind is that the bald prairie, for 
centuries tramp3d by buffalo and an- 
nually swept by fire, became co parched 
and hard that very little moisture 
ever penetrated the surface. The mcelt- 
ing snow and falling rain alike ran 
quickly down in the low p.aces, forin- 
ing the sloughs and holes everywhere 
to be seen in the earlier years. To- 
day these have almost entirely disap- 
peared, and for no other reason that I 
can conceive than that the wide area 
of well-cultivated so:!l absorbs ihe 
moisture and retains it for the produc- 
tion of the splendid crops that are to 
be seen there today. I think there is 
good grouncs for pelievirg that, asth-se 
broad and gpparénily barren pliias, 
which as yet are barely touched 
the pow, are more widsiy and thor- 
ouhgly cultivated, we shall . 
sults we have no: yet dreained of”

GRAIN FED CATTLE LEAD. 
Calgary WHerald— C. J. Creswell, 
ichief brand inspector for Alberta, was 
interviewed last night by a Calgary 
reporter regarding the cattle industry 
in Alberta. Mr. Creswell has been 
brand inspector for two years, and the 

las‘ year was appo'nted chief. 

During July, August, September and 
October of this year he estimat s that 
the shipment should average 6500 head 
daily and that the cattle being dis- 
porei of are a slightly better grade 
than last year. 

Range cattle are singularly free 
from Wisease this year. It is a lit- 
to early to predict regarding mange 
but the outlook is very favorable for 
freedom from the plague. 

The export market has been very 
firm for Canadian cattle. The demand 
is heavier than the supply. The pri- 
ces now bsing paid for beef are abcut 
the same as last year’s, but, judging 
from the demand they will surely not 
drop lower, and may propably be 
higher before the season closes. 

The cattle being shipped from the 
north are a slightly better grade 
than the cattle from other localities 
Owing to having peen fattened in 
many cases by small farmers who 
have the time and the grain to rut | 
to that purpose. | 

As the years go.on Mr. Creswell | 
believes that the grade of Alberta 
beef will keep on improving, until our 
cattle will have the preference over 
all others. As he says, the dg 
rancher is gradually being crowded 
out, and the small farmer is taking 
his plece. The smail farmer, with a 
bunch ot cattle to sell, will 
take them up and fatten them on grain 
more and more of,which is being 
raised here every year. 

The range cattie fattened on grass 
will become a thing of the past and 
the Alberta grain-fed beef
